London, Oct. 2C. —The Standard'* 
Berlin special says: Not for twenty 
five years have the conservatives ap- 
peared with such success at the final 
polls. It is expected that the united 
olerico-conservative party will muster 
at least 220 votes. Prince Bismarck 
will not, however, receive much benefit 
from the change in the political com- 
plexion of the legislative body, since 
the old conservatives object to some 
parts of his policy as strongly and per- 
sistently as the .clericals do to other 
parts.' .Among the surprises in to- 
uigktWeturna lis the election of the 
Ouejp Senator llatteiihofl" at Hanover, 
against the national liberal party. 
This was n- surprise to both sides. 

The Tones' Berlin dispatch states 
t hat the chief champions of the pro- 
gressists' cause, Yirehow, Liewn, Stress- 
man Richter and Hennas, are returned 
by sweeping majorities. Vircbow 
received, 852 votes, while Stocken, the 
Jew baiting court chaplain, only re- 
ceived 153. In the same district 
Count Von Moltke received only 11. 
This great progressists' triumph is 
largely due to the Jew vote. The 
Hebrews to a man voted on the radi- 
cal side. Returns from the country, 
however, are different. The conserva- 
tives will muster in the Landtag a 
greater force than over before. 

Berlin specials to the Daily Xews 
say that the latest accounts and cor- 
rected returns show that the conserva- 
tives win 18 seats in the Landtag. 

-The elections for the most part pas 
scd off- ■quietly. A demonstration of 
tho anti-Jewish faction at Berlin, 
which at one time threatened to serious- 
ly involves the peace, soon subsided. 
There is great disappointment among 
tho liberals that the general result in 
Berlin has not. been as they hoped and 
predicted. All are progressists. 

London, Nov. 1 — In the House of 
Commons to-day Sir Charles JJilke, un- 
der foreign secretary, said in answer to 
a question: "No negotiations have been 
entered in by thegovernmentsof Franco 
and Spain in relation to a commercial 
treaty since, he last communicated with 
Parliament upon the subject." In an 
swer to another question Sir Charles 
Dilke said that the government were 
ignorant of the antecedents of com- 
missioners who had been appointed to 
try Araki Pasha, and that the English 
govorninent,would notjinterfore with tho 
details of the trial. He further stated 
that the counsel on both sides had 
agreed upon rules for procedure which 
did not. exclude the press. 

Trevelly an, Secretaryfor Ireland, in 
replying, to Mr. Sexton said that the 
reports of distress and of imminent 
danger of famine in the west of Ireland 
were greatly exaggerated. He had 
communicated with the Irish local 
government board, whosaid that they had 
no reason to fear distress, and had 
heard nothing of it from tho inspectors 
that the government bad ordered In- 
spector Price to dispatch a bo'it to the 
relief of tlje inhabitants of Terry Is- 
land, taking provisions for distribution. 

Gibson, Conservative moved that the 
crucial amendment of cloture shall not 
bo carried unless two-thirds of tho 
House, present at any session, shall 
vote in favor of the exercise of it on 
that particular occasion. 

Gladstone explained to the House 
that vie proposed, during the session 
of last May, to adopt the two-thirds 
majority rule, hoping thereby to for- 
ward the business of the session.

London, Nov. 1. — It is announced 
that Premier Gladstone, in return for 
for tho Irish support on the Cloture 
resolutions in the House of Commons, 
will, at the first opportunity, introduce 
a fresh Scheme for Irish legislation dur- 
ing the next session, ft will embrace 
as a principal feature the further deve- 
lopment of the provisions of the land 
act in the direction of the peasant pro- 
prietary extension franchise, and a 
scheme of local self-government, 

London, Nov. 1. — In the House of 
Commons, SirJolm Lubbock, liberal, 
spoke in favor of the two-thirds vote 
for enforcing the cloture. Sir Richard 
Ashton Cross and other conservatives 
tuadean address supporting the amend- 
ment. The debate, however, fell into 
a sut, and after a somewhat languid 
discussion it was arranged between the 
leaders of the parties that the division 
should be taken Thursday and the 
questioned definitely settled then.

Constantinople,;-, Nov. 1 -- An official 
denial has been received of the reports 
that Arabi Pasha's papers reveal corres- 
pondence involving the Sultan, tho Cabi- 
nets of Egypt and Turkey, and various 
other prominent persons. Those near 
tho Sultan, and authorized to speak for 
him, say ho desires an oarly trial of 
Arabi with open doors and no secrecy, 
and that ho will not himself intorfero with 
the judgment of the court, nor allow any- 
one tu influence improperly its action. It 
having come to tho Sultan's ears that 
Earl Dtifferin, British Ambassador here, 
was about to make a trip to Egypt on a 
secret, mysterious mission, he summoned 
a council of his ministers, which sat 
throughout the night. Said Pasha, Prime 
Minister, had an interview with DulTerin 
to-day, and asked for an explanation of 
his instructions and intontions. It is re- 
ported the ambassador gave htm' an as- 
surance his inssructions from tho British 
government were that he should insist on 
the maintenance of the suzerainty of the 
Sultan. Notwithstanding this pacific in- 
terpretation of tho inforvjew, there is 
much alarm in Turkish circles lest tho 
mission may have a deeper meaning and 
a darker one for the Sublime Porto.

Railway Squatters' Addroas to Sia 
Exconoaoy and Rojly. 

May it Please Your Excellency: — 

As a Deputation appointed by 
the residents within the Electoral Dis- 
trict of Nanaimo who have settled on 
sections of land embraced in the Rail- 
way Reserve on Vancouver Island, wo 
bog respectfully, on their behalf, to 
welcome Your Excollency and Her 
Royal Highness the Princess Louiso to 
this Province, and to express the ear- 
nest wish that your visit may be the 
means of re-establishing the health of 
your illustrious consort, while wo feci 
confident that the information you 
will glean during your sojourn in the 
western section of our great Dominion, 
will be used to advance the best inter- 
ests of this Province. . 

Your recent intimation that you 
would bo pleased to hear the opinions 
and wishes of the poople on the ques- 
tions at issue in British Columbia, em- 
bolden us to approach Your Excellency 
and frankly express our wishes in re- 
gard to the title to the land which we 
have cleared ami improved and ask 
Your Excellency's invaluable aid in 
procuring what wo humbly consider 
our just rights.

MR BE AVER'S COMPLAINT. 

1ho Standard [Wednesday morning in- 
dulges in an injudicious null' of Mr. Boa- 
von for whining whilst dining with tho 
governor general at tho lato banquet. 
That good faith has not been kept by tho 
Dominion with British Columbia "goes 
without saying." Everybody in this pro- 
vince who knows anything knows woll 
that eight years ago tho Dominion gov- 
ernment agreed to build nt once a rail- 
way between Esquimalt and Nariaimo for 
which they stacked rails at both those 
places; and that not only have they not 
built it but they have walked off with tho 
rails elsewhere, and have not even yet 
commenced it by ornamenting the line 
of route with Chinese gradors. Of course 
the governor general while hero should 
be informed of our grievances if ho is in 
happy ignorance of them. It is for tho 
local government pro tern (of which Mr. 
Beaven is head) to acquaint his excellency 
with public sentiment and to show how 
British Columbia has suffered and is still 
suffering from tho bad faith of Canada, 
but getting up at a public dinner in honor 
of the governor genoral and howling at 
the tariff imposed by his government, and 
declaring that tho provinco would build 
the Island railway if it could mako its 
own tariff, is quite out of order and does 
not fill the bill. Something different to 
that and something better than that is 
what tho people expect from the head of 
tho local government. It was extremely 
silly of Mr. Beavon, who was the instru- 
ment to fasten that tariff upon us in liou 
of our own, to mako such a ludicrous utter- 
ance. If tho Island railway is to be made 
contingent upon tho Dominion making us 
a present of the tariff tho sooner we rea- 
lize the situation and migrate to Oregon 
or Washington territory, whore every 
place big enough to support a blacksmith 
>>hop and a whiskey mill is getting a rail- 
way, tho butter it will bo for us. If 
Mr. Beavon really wished to harp on tho 
Island railway he should have put it in a 
sensible shape. Burlesquing it by mak- 
ing it contingent on a transparent impos- 
sibility was giving it a kick towards per- 
dition instead of a helping hand towards 
accomplishment. It i3 a pity that Mr. 
Beaven ib acting as if ho ivero tho ovjl 
Hpirit of the Esquimalt and Nannimo 
railway. We all know that last session 
he jeopardized our claim on Canada by 
taking away tho Island railway lands and 
now he is making the situation worse by 
trying to mako the whole subject appear 
ludicrous. Tho fact is that Mr. Beaven 
should not only not have talkod as ho did 
at the banquet, hut he should have re- 
membered— -and this remark applies to 
some of tho other speakors — the object of 
it; nainoly, to do honor to the governor 
genoral. To talk at our distinguished 
guest or at tho Dominion govornmont 
through the governor genoral, tho hoad 
of that government, was in tho worst of 
taste and an abuse of the rites of hospi- 
tality, and wo aro very sorry that Air. 
Beaven, who perhaps knows bottor, so 
far forgot himself. As head of tho pro- 
vincial government }'"' tern, it is Mr. 
Bcaven's duty, assisted by Mr. Arm- 
ntrong, to take Gtting occasions to place 
as intelligently as he can before tho gov- 
ernor genoral the pooplo's views on tho 
Ialand railway, the Chincso inundation, 
the threatened chango of railway route, 
immigration, tho hindering of settlement 
by tho locking up of railway lands, &c, 
&C. Thi3 we hope he will do notwith- 
standing his faux pan at tho recent 
banquot.

Tho talk related to the rich man's rail- 
road interests, and in the course of con- 
versation the reporter asked Mr. Vander- 
bilt whether his limited express did not 
pay. "No, not a bit of it," was tho ro- 
aponse. "We only run it becauso wo aro 
forced to do so by the action of the Penn- 
sylvania road. It does not pay ox- 
pensea. Wo would abandon it if it was 
not for our competitor keeping its train 
oh." "But you don't run it for tho pub- 
lic benefit 1" a3ked tho guiloless corres- 
pondent. "Tho public bo damned i" 
Haid Mr. Vandorbilt. "What docs the 
public care for tho railroads, except to get 
as much out of them for as small a consider- 
ation as possible? I don't take any 
stock in this silly nonsense about working 
for anybody's good but our own, becauso 
we are not." Tho millionaire's motto has 
beon published abroad throughout the 
Btates and pres3 and pooplo havo boon 
quick to resent the insult it conveys. 
Even so wealthy a man hs Mr. Vandor- 
bilt may find this phraBe exceedingly 
costly beforo long.

A BL00OY HANDED PAIR. 

'Were They tho Portland. Murdorora ? 

About ten days ago there camo to the 
St. Nicholas Hotel a tall, fair man of stal- 
wart proportions and open, ingenuous 
countenance. Accompanying him was a 
pretty young woman of about 18, modest- 
ly dressed and with ways that won on all 
tho hotel frequenters. They registered 
as Mr. and Mrs. Anderson of Portland, 
Oregon. They mado no effort to conceal 
the fact that they wore tho possessors of 
gold coin and greenbacks to a large am- 
ount; indeed, like most persons who have 
come suddeuly into tho possession of 
money, they exhibited it to many per- 
sons; and when tho man made a purchase 
at a store ho' invariably pulled out a 
h»ndful of twontioa or exhibited a great 
roll of bills. Ho drank freely and was 
frequently drunk. The woman, who was 
as gentle and as softoyed as a dove and 
whose girlish chooks still wore tho poach- 
like tint of youth, remonstrated gently 
with the raau and often induced him to 
hand to her for safe keeping the money 
which ho might have in his pockot. They 
seemed to be on terms of perfect amity 
and, as a man who had frequent oppor- 
tunities of soeing them together remarks, 
"quite gone on one another." Thuir con- 
duct attracted comment. He said he had 
boon a sailor. Askod by a curious querist 
one day, "whore did you make your 
money ?" "Where thore's lot moro to be 
got," he replied. "Have you got a 
mine)" "Yes," ho said, savagely, ' a 

sight bigger mine than old Mat-key. ' ' 

Once when he was being questioned 
closely as to his wealth, he got up sud- 
denly and walking across a barroom floor, 
exclaimed in a half-tipsy tone, "A man 
with a shotgun oughtn't to starve in a 
land where there's plenty of grouse." On 
another occasion his "wife" took him 
away from a group of men and angrily 
rated him for talking too much. Well, 
on Saturday last they secured tickets on 
the Dakota and on Monday they sailed 
for San Francisco. 

Yesterday arrived a Portland detective. 
Ho had traced "Mr. and Mrs." Ander- 
son to the St. .Nicholas. When told that 
they had sailed he repaired to tho tele- 
graph oflice and instructed tho San Fran- 
cisco police to detain them on the arrival 
of the boat there. That opon-faced, good- '. 
looking drunkard and that girl with the 
peachlike complexion are charged with 
a crimo worso than murder in Oregon. 
Thoir victim was named Anderson. Ho 
was a brother of tho man and tho husband 
of tho woman who stayed at tho St. 
Nicholas. Tho two Andersons and tho 
femalo arrived at Portland about three 
woeks ago. The brother and husband 
had a great many twenty -dollar pieces and 
greenbacks sewod up in a waistbolt and 
wore a handsome gold watch and chain. 
Ho had been in business in Chicago, had 
sold out, invited his brother, who was a 
sailor, to join him, bought him good 
clothes and paid his way to Oregon, 
where ho proposed to buy land. The 
wife fell in love with her sailor brother- 
in-law. One day tho two mer went out 
| shooting on Columbia river. Tho victim 
I sought ducks. Tho sailor aimed at highor 
I game and brought it down. In the oven- 
! ing the sailor returned to town. Ho enr- 
| ried two shotguns and reported that his 
'■ brother had gone to Astoria to buy a can- 
! nory. Then the brother-in-law and tho 
i wife sped away from Portland, camo to 
Pugct Sound and afterwards to Victoria. 
Six days ago tho corpse of a man with tho 
head fillod with dnckshot floated ashore 
on a lonely island on Columbia river. It 
was recognized as tho body of Petor x\n- 
! derson, the missing man. The waistbolt 
which hold his precious wealth, and his 
gold watch and chain woro gone. A hue 
! and cry was raised. Officers were dis- 
' patched to Eastern Oregon, to San Fran- 
cisco and to Victoria, with tho result as 
stated. At San Francisco tho pair will be 
caught and hold and taken back to Oregon 
and tried for thoir dreadful crime.

Steamer Goliath crossed over from Port 
Townsend last evening and went up to 
Moodyville for the lumber laden Gorman 
barque Alboronz. 

Steamship Sardonyx was longer than 
was expected loading salmon at Canoe 
Pais and will not thereforo loavo here for 
San Francisco till noon to-day.

Tho Mousquotairos Saloon. 

Y'eaterday at 12 noon a meotiug of the 
bench of licensing magistrates was" held in 
the police court. Present;: His Worship 
tho Mayor, Hon. A. F. Pembcrton and 
C. M. Chambers, J. P. 

The city clerk read the 150th section of 
the law relating to licenses and tho power 
of revoking them. 

A communication was then read from 
Supt. O'Connor stating tho disorderly 
manner in which tho Mousquetaires sa- 
loon, corner of Johnson and Government 
streets, had been conducted. That it was 
the resort of tho lowost class and that 
youths were onceuragod to drink thero 
and tho proprietor in his sworn testimony 
had Knid ho would soli liquor to drunken 
men as long as they would call for it. 
About two months ago throe youths had 
been engaged in a fight thoro and tmo of 
them was knockod senseless. 

Mr. King whon asked about tho matter 
said " I did not interforo," and whon ho 
was asked by officer Flowin about tho 
blood on tho lloor aftor the Clarko-Gos- 
nell affair he said " ho did not know." 
It was the duty of every saloon keeper to 
assist the police, but Mr. King had pur- 
sued a contrary course, and the case of 
Clarke itself was sufficient to justify tho 
closing of thu Haloon. Tho communica- 
tion thoroforo askod his worship oithor to 
revoko tho license or coinpol tho holder 
to conduct tho houso in a differont man- 
ner. 

Supt. O'Conpor said that proper tutice 
had been served on Messrs. Loewon & 
Erh, the owners of tho property. 

Mr, T. Davie, who appeared for Messrs 
Loewon it Erb, tho owners of the pro- 
perty, said that all thoy wanted was that 
the license should bo continued and thoy 
would see that any improper persou was 
removed from tho management of the 
house. The license was in Mr. Loowen's 
name, and ho had had the matter invol- 
untarily thrust upon hita. 

His worship said tho charges had boon 
heard and thero appeared to be no dis- 
position to dispute them. 

Mr. T. Oavio said that this was the first 
time a complaint had como to Mr. Loow- 
en's knowledge. He did not wish to do- 
fend Mr. King, but would bow to the 
decision of the court. Probably tho 
court might caution Mr. King, who ho 
might mention had held a license for 20 
years. It was no doubt foolish of him 
to make the statements ho had done in 
the police court as to supplying liquor to 
men, and he might havo done so inadver- 
tently, but witnesses could bo produced 
to show that tho contrary was tho case. 

His worship said there was no doubt 
that the complaints as to tho disreputable 
conduct of this houso for some time past 
were true. As for tho owner's license 
there was nothing to say. As this was 
thu first cose which had been brought bo- 
foro them, the feeling of the court was 
that unless the house was conducted dif- 
ferently the license would bo taken away, 
and thu matter now dopended on Messrs. 
Loewon A Erb who as the owners of the 
houso would be responsible, and not tho 
. persons they employed. 

The court then adjourned.

She had been 
mentally deranged, and her malady was 
aggravated by having two of her sons 
confined in the insano asylum rocently.
